THE ELECTORAL VOTE OF THE

The DemoeraU and Liberals of the North,
have advocated this doctrine, believing
that it was wise statesmanship to let the
dead past of the war of aecesslonTjury Us
dead. AVben Mr. Greoley died,
and the electors of certain Southern
states were Mkod to forgot their hatred
of Gen. Grant, and, aince thoy could not
elect a man after their own heart, to
make Grant the president of the whole
people, they refused to consent, and by
voting ia the manner they did, have said
as plainly as an aot can speak : "We can- -'

not forgite j we have no amnesty for the

' the victor we would bavo no mercy."
If their act of voting for Gov. Hendricks
eould be tortured into any thing but a
surly blow at President Grant, a spiteful
expression of the hatred in which tho
DemoeraU of the South hold the people of
the Worth, it might pass without com-
ment; but, In loosing tho opportunity to
do a gracious act- -to meet the president
half-wa-y in hit policy of conciliation and
oblivion the representatives of the South-er- n

people in the electoral college manl-feste- d

a spirit which is indicative of the
intolerance with which they would rule if
they could procure the success of a party
in which their policy would dominate.
